STURTEVANT TRAIL 

SCHEDULE ANNOUNCED 

Plans Made To Afford Safety 
During the Busy 
Seasons 

Operating schedules for pack 
trains on the Sturtevant Trail 
have been established by author¬ 
ity of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture at Washington. Pack 
trains will have right of way, but 
are limited in their hours of 
operation. 

In communication to the News 
Forest Supervisor Charlton 
says: 

Because of several accidents 
which have occured on the Stur¬ 
tevant Trail, and because of sev¬ 
eral “near accidents,” it has been 
deemed advisable to have traffic 
regulations governing that por¬ 
tion of the trail between Carter’s 
Camp and the Big Santa Anita 
Ranged Station, a distance of ap¬ 
proximately five miles. Think¬ 
ing that these regulations might 
be of local interest to your read¬ 
ers, I am enclosing herewith a 
copy. 

In the past, our greatest diffi¬ 
culty has been in preventing 
pack animals returning from the 
canyon without a load from run¬ 
ning down the trail, and to pre¬ 
vent this we have required that 
each south bound pack train 
shall be precceded by a man who 
would not only hold the animals 
in check, but who can warn all 
pedestrians and horsemen he 
may meet goin up the trail of 
the approach of the train.

(b) The trail shall not be used 
by a nyapckaBM,p:ive esrC’mot 
by any pack train not having a 
bell attached to at least one ani¬ 
mal, or any pack train in charge 
of a person less than eighteen 
years of age. 

(c) Each south-bound pack 
train shall be preceded at a dis¬ 
tance of approximately 500 feet 
along the trail by a man, who 
shall warn all persons of the ap¬ 
proach of such train. 

(d) North-bound pack trains 
shall not leave the southern ter¬ 
minus except between 9:30 A. 
M., and 10:30 A. M.

T HESE post-Christmas days shine 
with a light softer but perhaps 
more comfortable than tliut of 
the great feast Itself.

Stephen's day we give n dollar to the 
youth from the still vexed Bermutlies 
who chaperons the elevator In our 
apartment house, and for weeks be 
fore Christmas we affix to the flaps of 
the envelopes containing our letters 
little stamps bearing so called por¬ 
traits of St. Nicholas of Bari. Theo 
retlcally this Inst process provides a 
modicum of Christmas cheer for cer¬ 
tain carefully selected and organized 
poor people. 

However this may t»e, the fact re¬ 
mains that the day after Christians Is 
a very good day Indeed. The excite¬ 
ment of giving and receiving has pass¬ 
ed away: there remains the quieter Joy 
of sober contemplation. And when 
the day after Christmas Is Sunday this 
contemplation will not be disturbed by 
the arrival of the postman, who. a re 
lentless bill brlnger. Is. like the Greeks, 
to l>e feared even when bearing gifts. 

And. in spite of the remarks of every 
humorist who ever borrowed from his 
mother-lu-law 2 cents to put on an 
envelope which should carry a Joke 
about her to an editor, this post Christ¬ 
mas meditation nearly always Is pleas 
ant. It Is assisted by the consumption 
of wife-bestowed cigars, which (again 
despite the hmnorlstsl are better than 
a man buys for himself. It Is a pleas 
ant meditation, for Its subjects are 
things given and things received, good 
deeds done and good things expert 
enced. 

It also contains, this day after Christ 
mas feeling, a quality of reconciliation, 
not of reconciliation with ancient ene¬ 
mies—this was all orthodoxly attended 
to on Christmas eve—hut of reconcilia¬ 
tion with affairs, of readjustment.

Remember to carry the pot to the 
boiling water and pour the water on 
the ten leaves while the water is ac 
tually boiling. Mapy t>er*<ins wrongly 
feel that If the water has boiled It 
matters little whet tier or not It Is still 
boiling when tt Is applied to the tea 
leaves. 

Always serve sandwiches or toast 
In small portions. It Is very awkward 
for the tea drinker to have to mannge 
large portions. Rread and butter sand¬ 
wiches should l>e of wafer thinness 
and should be cut In Inch wide strips. 
A goodly supply should be on hand to 
make up for the smallness of the sin¬ 
gle pieces.

If the 
advertiser calls attention to any article, and the buyer finds, 
alter he has bought the article that he is not glad he bought 
it—that was not good advertising. 

The first thing that the organization ol' orange growers 
has done is to insist on MERIT in the product, all the way 
down the line. Oranges, to bear the name “Sunkist,” must 
be uniformly good oranges, sweet, full of juice, flawless, 
carefully packed, carefully shipped and handled. To accomp¬ 
lish this has probably cost the grower about two cents a box. 

With this established MERIT, the exchange has ad¬ 
vertised its product. It has put before the buying public 
and kept before the buying public the idea that “Sunkist” 
was another way of saying “uniformly good” and it has 
kept that same idea before the minds of the men who were 
picking and packing and shipping the oranges. 

Now the price of oranges fluctuates with demand, with 
cold or warm weather, with supply, and with other varying 
conditions. It is impossible to measure, in more than gen¬ 
eral terms, just what effect this fixing of a definition of the 
word “Sunkist” has had upon the price of the product. 
Very shrewd fruit dealers have established the average in¬ 
creasing effect upon prices at from fifteen cents to twenty 
cents a box. 

To improve the grade has cost TWO cents. To adver¬ 
tise has cost TWO AND ONE-HALF cents a box. That is 
FOUR AND ONE-HALF cents a box. The average in¬ 
crease in selling value has been more than FIFTEEN cents. 
There is at least TEN AND ONE-HALF cents a box not 
accounted for. 

Who paid it? 

The buyer, because he had been shown how to get a 
certain proven MERIT, would have paid the increased price 
voluntarily. It was worth that much more to get a good 
product that his customers knew about and for which the 
shipper was responsible. So it cannot be said to have cost 
him anything. The seller got an increased price for his 
product. More oranges were sold, so production costs could 
be reduced. So the consumer benefited by the lower prices. 
Who paid it? No one paid it. It was a CREATED value 
and paid for itself. 

Last winter the exchange tried some midwinter adver¬ 
tising. They put California LEMONS into the minds of 
American housewives. They told how good they were, how 
useful, how reliable in quality. The result—the best Janu¬ 
ary market for lemons the trade had ever known. That ad¬ 
vertising cost less than four and one-half cents a box. And 
the housewives that paid the higher price for lemons got 
more than their money’s worth. The whole transaction 
was CREATIVE. 

Advertising “limelights” a product. It invites criti¬ 
cism or approval. If people had not found the oranges to 
be good, so that they wanted to buy and eat more and more 
and more of them, then the advertising would not have 
proven the success reported by the advertisers. 

If you have the UNDERLYING MERIT in your product 
then good, intelligent advertising CANNOT cost you any¬ 
thing, because it CREATES a value greater than its own 
cost. 



ON THE DAY 

AFTER CHRISTMAS 

O UR word Sunta Claus Is a cor 
ruption of the Dutrli San Nic¬ 
olas, and the story of the 
original saint from whom the 
name and the custom come Is told 
In the Encyclopedia Britannha ns fol¬ 
low;; “St. Nicholas, bishop of Myra, 
In Lycla, a saint honored by the Greeks 
and the Latins on Dec. 6. 

“His cult Is as celebrated as his his¬ 
tory Is obscure. All the accounts that 
have come down to us are of a purely 
legendary character, and It Is Impossi¬ 
ble to find any single Incident confirm 
ed historically. 

“The mnln facts of his life are usual 
ly given as follows: lie was bishop of 
Myra at the time of the Emperor Dio¬ 
cletian, was persecuted, tortured for 
the faith and kept In prison until the 
more tolerant reign of Constantine and 
was present at the council of Nlcaea. 

"It should be observed that this last 
circumstance Is Ignored by all histo¬ 
rian' and that St. Athanasius, who 
knew all the notable bishops of the 
period, never mentions Nicholas, bish¬ 
op of Myra. The oldest known mouu- 
ment of the cult of St. Nicholas seems 
to be the Church of Sts. Prisons and 
Nicholas built at Constantinople by 
the Emperor Justinian. In the west 
the name of St. Nicholas appears In 
the ninth century records of the mar 
tyrs, end churches dedicated to him 
are to he found at the beginning of the 
eleventh century. It is more especial¬ 
ly, however, from the time of the ro 
moval of his body to Bari, In Apulia, 
that his cult became popular. 

"The Inhabitants of Bari organized 
an expedition, seized his remains by 


..ms of a ruse ami transported them 
to Bari, where they were received In 
triumph on the 9th of May. 1087, and 
where the foundations were laid for a 
new basilica In his honor. This was 
the origin of a famous and still popu¬ 
lar pilgrimage. There are nearly 400 
churches In England dedicated to SL 
Nicholas. He Is the pntron saint of 
Russia, the special protector of chil¬ 
dren, scholars, merchants and sailors. 

“Id art St. Nicholas Is represented 
with various attributes, being most 
commonly depleted with three chil¬ 
dren standing In a tub by his side. Of 
the various interpretations of this none 
Is absolutely certain. 

“One explanation hns been sought In 
the legend of St. Nicholas miraculously 
restoring to life three rich youths who 
had been murdered, cut up and con¬ 
cealed In a salting tub by a thievish 
Innkeeper or butcher In whose house 
they hnd taken lodging. 

“A legend of his surreptitious be¬ 
stowal of dowries upon the three 
daughters of nn Impoverished citizen 
who. unable to procure fit marriages 
for them, was about to sell them 1* 
said to have originated the old custom 
of giving presents In secret on the eve 
of St. Nicholas, subsequently trans 
ferred to Christmas day. 

"Hence the association of Christmas 
with ‘Santa Clans.’ an American cor¬ 
ruption of the Dutch form 'Ban Nico¬ 
laus,' the custom being brought to 
America by the early Dutch colonist*.”

Christmas 
Carols

T HE ancient Cbrlstmus carol 
“Holy Night” Is German In Its 
origin unit Is considered by 
many persons to he the most 
beautiful of all Christmas carols. It 
has sometimes been ascribed to Martin 
Luther, hut the consensus of expert 
opinion Is that It Is much older thun 
his time and Is one of the oldest of 
German folk songs. 

The carol "God Best Ye Merry, Gen¬ 
tlemen,” Is English in Its origin and 
dates hack to about the beginning of 
the seventeenth century, although the 
author of the w ords and the composer | 
of the music are unknown. The fine 
old melody sung to this poem pos¬ 
sesses all the best qualifications of a 
sterling hymn tune and will probably 
last as long as the verses with which 
It Is always associated. 

Originally the old carol was sung In 
polyphonic harmony with the melody 
placed In the tenor, as was the Invari¬ 
able custom of the seventeenth cen- j 
tury. Modem transcriptions of it, 
however, havo placed tlie melody In 
the upper voice part Instead of the 
third voice part, as formerly. This 
carol, too, is one of the most popular 
and most beautiful In the entire range 
of Christmas music. 

The carol “Draw Nigh, Immanuel,” 

Is one of the oldest pieces of coherent 
music In existence, and both the wurds 
and music far antedate any of the 
others. The music Is an old French 
melody, dated from the thirteenth cen- ; 
tury. although, of course. It has been 
harmonized to conform with more mod- 
ern standards. 

There Is a most curious hut beauti¬ 
ful musical effect at the close of this 
carol. The words of “Draw Nigh, Im 
mnnuel,” are about 10O years older 
than the music, being taken from the 
Mozarahlc breviary of the twelfth cen¬ 
tury, and It is generally believed that 
they were taken from the liturgy of 
the early Christ Inns nt Toledo. Spain, 
where the Mozarahlc breviary wns for¬ 
mulated. 

Another carol, "The First Noel," has 
a traditional French melody and prob 
ably originated In Breton, although the 
exact origin of this tine old song Is 
somewhat In doubt.
